Short Session Held, Owing to Mass Meet¬ 
ing to Discuss Visitacion Annexa¬ 
tion Proposition. 


LOCAL HAPPENINGS ANNEXATION MASS 
IOLD III BRIEF MEETING HELD 


The city board of trustees met in 
regular weekly session last Monday 
night, with all members present. 

A short session was held and the 
board adjourned early on account of 
the Visitacion annexation mass meet¬ 
ing under the auspices of the board 
that was held in Metropolitan Hall 
the same evening. 

A communication was received from 
Geo. Wishing, a property owner on 
Commercial avenue, asking that the 
sidewalk rrade in front of his and ad¬ 
joining lots be lowered. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, 
Clerk Smith was instructed to com¬ 
municate with Mr. Wishing and in¬ 
form him that his communication had 
been received too late by the board to 
make any change in the grade. 

A claim against the city for ??28.40 
for concrete curb and artificial stone 
sidewalk work at the street intersec¬ 
tions on Grand avenue from Division 
street to Maple avenue, presented by 
Wygant &Collins, was ordered return¬ 
ed to that firm with the request that 
the bill be made out on a proper city 
claim blank. 

Citizen A. Hynding presented a 
petition signed by several citizens of 
this city asking that the board with¬ 
draw the call lor the special Visitacion 
annexation election to be held in this 


city and the Visitacion district on 
January 16th next. 

Upon the advice of City Attorney 
Styles that the board had no legal 
power to grant the request, and upon 
motion of Trustee Hickey, seconded 
by Trustee McGovern, the petition was 
accepted and ordered placed on file. 

A similar petition, signed by land 
owners and voters of the Visitacion 
district, and presented by Attorney 
Hall C. Ross, was upon motion of 
Trustee Hickey, seconded by Trustee 
Cunningham, also accepted and order¬ 
ed placed on file. 

Several labor claims were presented 
and referred to the finance committee. 

Attorney John Davis, representing 
the Peninsula Material Co., which 
had been granted a contract to macad¬ 
amize a portion of Mission road, ap¬ 
peared before the board and asked that 
the company be permitted to transfer 
its contract to Wra. Quinn and that 
thirty days extension be granted in 
which to complete the work. 

No action was taken by the board in 
the matter, but the understanding was 
given out by the members that no ob¬ 
jection would be made to having the 
contract transferred and that an ex¬ 
tension of time would be granted if the 
work were started promptly.

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A LOVERS’ 
CONSPIRACY 

The Father of a Girl Falls 
Into a Trap

In the Pittl gallery at Florence, Italy, 
Is a celebrated portrait before which 
Is always a crowd of gazers. It is 
the likeness of a Mine. Le Brun and 
was painted by herself during the 
eighteenth century. She is represented 
sitting beside her easel with her head 
turned toward those before her, and it 
seems that real eyes are looking from 
the canvas and real lips are parted, 
showing real teeth. 

One morning Lina King, the daugh¬ 
ter of a wealthy American banker and 
member of that set which claims to be 
the cream of New York society, being 
in Florence and in the Tltti gallery, 
stopped before this portrait. A young 
artist was copying it. His clothes were 
shabby, but there was an ideal look In 
his face that at once drew one’s atten¬ 
tion. His eyes were large and lus¬ 
trous, reminding one of those of the 
Christ child of Raphael in the celebrat¬ 
ed painting of the Sistine Madonna. 

Miss King had stopped to have a 
look at the portrait, but remained to 
feast her eyes on the copyist. She 
spoke some Italian and asked him a 
few questions as to the original of the 
portrait. He replied in the same lan¬ 
guage, but, not getting on very well, 
supplied certain Italian words with 
English ones. Miss King laughed and 
replied in first rate New York English, 
whereupon the artist confessed that he 
was an American art student. 

Miss King artfully drew from him 
how long he would be engaged on the 
copy gnd at what hours he would work 
on It. He was as artful as she, telling 
her that he might be several weeks in 
completing the copy and he worked 
every morning from 11 to 12 o’clock. 
He was making it for an English lord 
who would pay him enough for it to 
enable him to pursue his studies in 
Florence for a whole year. 

Edwin Winston possessed great ar¬ 
tistic talents. Miss King frequently 
visited the I’itti gallery between 11 and

o’clock and usually found him at 
work there. She was a lovely girl, 
and Winston was very much attracted 
to her. She told him among other 
things that her mother had recently 
died and her father had since been 
trying to find an artist who could paint 
from photographs, miniatures and oth¬ 
er likenesses a portrait that would rep¬ 
resent his wife as he wished to re¬ 
member her; but, though a number of 
prominent artists had made the at¬ 
tempt, none had pleased him. 

Those who are natural mates recog¬ 
nize each other very quickly. There 
was nothing like a courtship between 
these two. They loved from the mo¬ 
ment they met before the Le Brun' 
portrait. Miss King, who was travel¬ 
ing with an aunt, occupied apartments 
on the Arno, and the artist would stroll 
by on the quay when the evening glow 
mingled with the artificial lights lin¬ 
ing both sides of the river, while Lina 
was sitting on a balcony. In this way 
the twain secured a coveted sight of 
each other after their usual meeting 
in the morning. The aunt had been 
commissioned to keep away from her 
charge all persons with whom Lina 
might fall in love who were not de¬ 
sirable parties, thus meaning that she 
should not be permitted to drift into a 
love affair with any one unless, per¬ 
haps, a nobleman with estates as well 
as title; consequently Lina did not feel 
at liberty to ask her lover to see her 
at her hotel. 

But those stolen meetings! How 
much more delicious than a free ac¬ 
cess. One day it would be in the Boboli 
gardens, with landscape gardening of 


a couple of centuri&s ago; another in 
the great Duomo cathedral, with its 
bell tower built by the famous artist 
Giotto, and again on the hill above the 
city where stands the statue of David, 
by Michelangelo. Florence is a city 
for artists and for lovers. One of these 
two was an artist and both were 
lovers. In such an atmosphere the lit¬ 
tle god had It nil his own way, and, 
while the duenna was carefully guard¬ 
ing, as she supposed, her charge from 
an alliance not in accord with her so¬ 
cial position. Lina and her lover were 
engrossed with each other. 

Probably the most inventive genius 
is Cupid. The adage. “Love laughs at 
locksmiths.” is a verification of this. 
When Mr. Beniamin King at New 
York received a letter from his daugh¬ 
ter in Florence suggesting that that 
city was the place—the only place— 
where he might have a picture painted 
of her mother which would suit him 
he did not dream that the suggestion 
was a lovers’ trap. He straightway 
packed all the photographs and other 
pictures of his wife and, boarding a 
steamer for Naples, in a couple of 
weeks was in Florence. 

Then when, the day after his arrival, 
his daughter took him to the Pitti gal¬ 
lery and showed him the portrait of 
Mme. Le Brun he was not aware that 
it was a second link in the chain which 
tvas to lead him into the trap. 

“Now, papa,” said the girl, “if we 
could only have a picture of mamma 
to look out at us as that does ■wouldn’t 
it be nice?” 

Mr. King declared that he would give 
half his fortune, if not the whole of it, 
for such a picture. 

“Would you kindly move aside a lit¬ 
tle, sir,” said a voice behind them. 

Turning, the banker saw a young 
man looking at him through Raphael 
eyes, who had come in with an easel 
and a canvas and had planted the one 
with the other on it before the Le Brun 
portrait. The artist wns Winston and 
on his easel was his finished copy of 
the portrait. He had been watching 
for the father and daughter and soon 
after their appearance had set up his 
easel and pretended to be putting fin¬ 
ishing touches on the canvas. Mr. 
King turned and saw a duplicate of 
the Le Brun portrait, the copy having 
the same living attributes as the orig¬ 
inal. Indeed, it would have been im¬ 
possible for him to tell the original 
from the copy. 

Within half an hour the artist was 
commissioned to paint the picture 
upon which the widower hud set his 
heart. One thing puzzled Mr. King— 
the artist would not set a price on his 
work, declaring that the purchaser 
might not be satisfied with it. But as 
the banker could stand a pretty stiff 
charge this did not trouble him. Be¬ 
sides, from the moment he saw the 
specimen of the artist’s work no 
amount of money would stand in the 
way of having the portrait executed 
by one possessing such powers. 

While this bargaining was going on 
the girl who had brought it about was 
looking at other pictures with ap¬ 
parent indifference. When her father 
announced that Winston was to paint 
a portrait of her mother she found it 
difficult to restrain her excitement. 
Her father had walked into the trap. 
Wodld the lovers be able to spring the 
lid? 

The artist was invited to call at the 
Kings’ apartments that afternoon, 
where the material for the portrait 
was shown him. 

“I see,” he suid to Mr. King, “a re¬ 
markable likeness between your 
daughter and her mother. That life 
which is in the Le Brun portrait can¬ 
not be obtained from these photo¬ 
graphs. But it is fortunate that Miss 
King is the image of her mother, for, 
while I shall get the features from 
these pictures, I shall endeavor to 
draw the vital spark from your daugh¬ 
ter.” 

And so the preliminary features of 
this conspiracy were established. The 
artist w’as to have the girl he loved 
sit for her mother’s portrait. For 
hours during successive days he would 
be permitted to gaze on her beloved 
features. This was but a temporary 
pleasure. Winston intended to make 
the effort of his life to instill the face 
of a living girl into the painted fea¬ 
tures of one who was dead. 

Every day Miss King visited the 
studio of the artist, accompanied either 
by her father or her aunt. Usually 
her father was her chaperon, for he 
was watching the face and figure of 
his wife slowly grow upon the canvas. 
When Miss King was not present 
Winston worked upon details he found 
in the material furnished him, but as 
soon as Lina appeared with ttie love 
light in her eye he began to transfer it 
to the canvas. He did not need to 
call it forth by his own lover’B glances. 
Two love stories were being intertwin¬ 
ed. The picture growing up on the 
canvas was rather a creature of the 
past than of the recent present. It 
was rather the girl that had loved and 
been loved a quarter of a century ago 
than the mother of a grown daughter. 
Yet so skillfully did the artist blend 
the two that he produced both. 

When the portrait was finished, to 


me oereaved" hdsband it was priceless. 
He drew his check for a sum so large 
that he believed the artist would be 
surprised. To his own astonishment it 
was returned with a message stating 
that the portrait could not be bought 
with money. 

Now came the most delicate part of 
this lover’s plot. Would all be lost in 
passing from what had been accom¬ 
plished to the ultimate object?

Her father 
showed her Winston's note and asked 
her what it meant.

The banker looked at his daughter 
with a greater surprise than ever. 

“May I ask,” he said, “how long this 
affair has been going on?” 

“Since soon after my coming to Flor¬ 
ence.” 

The matter could not be settled in a 
moment The banker held it in abey- 
unce, desiring to discover how far his 
daughter’s life happiness was con¬ 
served, and he loved her too well to 
wreck It. 

Two forces prevailed—the husband’s 
desire to have his wife always with 
him as Winston had depicted her and 
the fact that Lina’s heart was irrevo¬ 
cably given. Besides, the portrait, hav¬ 
ing been hung for a time in a private 
gallery, gave evidence that if seen by 
the world it would make the artist 
who executed it famous.

FRUITS—There is not much doing 
in fruits after the Christmas rush, re¬ 
tail dealers having stocked up for re 
quirenienta in citrus fruits and apples 
in the early part of last week. Conse¬ 
quently the market as a whole is fea¬ 
tureless. Berries arrive sparingly and 
such as are salable bring stiff prices. 
Apples continue to rule dull and stocks 
are unwieldy. Strawberries — Per 
chest, $6@9.

REBELLION CANNOT SUCCELD 

Insurgents Are Doomed to Ultimate 
Failure. 

General Navarro has surrendered to 
the rebels, according to a report that 
reached Mexico City from sources 
which have heretofore proved reliable 
in the matter of war news. The Gov¬ 
ernment denies the report, and says 
that he is awaiting re-enforcements. 
The qfficials say Pedernales is not 
menaced seriously by the rebels. 

It is known from other sources that 
Navarro has been having a hard time. 
His men are not used to the severe 
winter climate of Chihuahua. They 
are not properly clothed, and are short 
of food and ammunition. It is con-* 
sidered that if Navarro has not sur¬ 
rendered he is liable to do so at any 
time. 

Another report says that Navarro 
has not surrendered, but has deserted 
with his men to the rebels. This is 
not believed. The Government now 
acknowledges that the situation is 
very serious. All available troops are 
being sent north as fast as possible to 
assist Navarro.

HELEN TAFT, 


Daughter of President Sooial 
Lion of Washington’s Society. 


One of the largest crowds that ever 
witnessed man-birds in flight in Amer¬ 
ica saw Archy Hoxsey, the Pasadena 
aviator, break the world’s record for 
altitude in Los Angeles. He soared 
to a height of 11,474 feet, or nearly 
1000 feet above the altitude of 10,499 
feet attained by Le Gagneux at Pau, 
France, a short time ago. This is the 
second time the world’s altitude rec¬ 
ord has been broken in Los Angeles, 
the first time being last January, when 
Louis Paulhan rose a little over 4000 
feet. Hoxsey did this in spite of a 
gale of forty miles an hour, that 
wrecked Hubert Latham’s Antoinette 
monoplane and held more cautious 
aviators on the ground. 

Hoxsey sailed into the sky at 1 
o’clock. At 2:45 his barograph showed 
the reckoned height over Venice, a 
seashore resort more than twenty 
miles from the field. Coming down he 
defied the forces of the wind and made 
a series of thrilling spiral glides while 
thousands of feet in the air. 

Before he came lightly to earth the 
crowd was on its feet cheering. Ho 
was lifted from his biplane by fellow 
aviators, who paraded up and down 
before the grand stand bearing the 
intrepid flyer upon their shoulders. 

Make Hero of Hoxsey. 

The immense throng insisted on 
making a hero of Hoxsey, demanding 
that he walk alone up and down be¬ 
fore them. They did not give him 


The Chinese throne has met the sit¬ 
uation arising from the almost rebel¬ 
lious attitude of the national assembly 
with firmness and tact. Its refusal to 
create immediately a ministry respon¬ 
sible to the assembly and to convoke 
forthwith a general parliament was 
followed by the issuance of an edict 
which, though peculiarly non-commit¬ 
tal, is interpreted as a call to the 
people to prepare for a programme 
providing ultimately for the establish¬ 
ment of a constitutional cabinet. 

This is accepted by the progressives 
as an imperial pledge that their de¬ 
mands will be granted eventually, and 
it also afforded the more belligerent 
delegates an opportunity to reconsider 
the radical action of the national as¬ 
sembly, which adopted a defiant me¬ 
morial denying the right of the throne 
to reject their demands and bitterly 
assailing Prince Ching, one of the 
most powerful of the grand councilors. 

The assembly voted to withhold the 
memorial in view of the recent edict. 
It is suspected, however, that the 
members were privately warned that 
the assembly would be dissolved if the 
memorial was presented to the throne. 

Another government edict issued 
eulogizes Prince Ching, declaring that 
his long experience has made him 
most valuable to the empire in the 
present crisis, and declines his resig¬ 
nation, offered for the second time, 
because of the assembly’s attacks 
upon him. . 

The government appears to have 
won the immediate issue, but it is 
believed that the assembly will renew 
the fight unless the throne yields in 
due season. 


Forty wood choppers with burros 
gave Ciudad Juarez, Mexico, and El 
Paso, Texas, a war scare recently that 
almost caused a panic. Following the 
capture last week of an El Paso North¬ 
western train twenty-five miles south 
of Juarez, opposite El Paso, and the 
discovery of a former camping place 
of the insurgents, ten miles, from 
Juarez on the Flores ranch, the people 
of that town have been on the verge 
of collapse from excitement, and when 
El Paso Customs Inspectors saw wood 
choppers in the hills west of Juarez, 
five miles, and sent in a report that 
the revolutionists were marching on 
the city, the excitement came to a 
head. 

Automobiles rushed the funds of the 
Juarez banks to El Paso, one automo 
bile bringing $40,000, 'and the people 
fled from Juarez in droves. The cars 
to El Paso could not accommodate 
them. Eighty Mexican Federal troops, 
all mounted police and twenty rurales 
were rushed in the direction of the 
supposed rebels and in a short time 
automobiles, carriages, horseback rid¬ 
ers and pedestrians from El Paso were 
on a mad rush after the troops. The 
Chief of Police, who headed the mount 
ed police, later returned to Juarez 
laughing and said that forty wood 
choppers with burros had caused the 
excitement. At 4:20 the troops 
marched back and the people were 
finally convinced that it was a hoax. 

An American, former officer in the 
Spanish war and now a mining engi¬ 
neer in Mexico, arriving at El Paso 
direct from the scene of the revolu¬ 
tionary activity west of Chihuahua, 
declares that Navarro’s force is only 
about 300 men and that they are sorry- 
looking fighters.

City 
Physician Burgess turned in “Sudden 
death; no autopsy” on the death cer¬ 
tificate. The Coroner was called in, 
but decided that an inquest was un¬ 
necessary. Daly’s longest fight was 
with Austin Gibbons of Paterson, N. J„ 
in New Orleans, Daly being knocked 
out in the thirty-fifth round. 

Around the San Francisco bay coun¬ 
ties marsh resorts there has been, 
within a fortnight, a decided change 
in the duck hunting situation. At the 
Suisun club preserves, where, earlier 
in the season, many limits of fat ducks 
were shot, now a half dozen birds in 
a day’s shooting is a big bag. Several 
of the clubs will close the season at 
the end of the month, the outlook 
being so uninviting.

GENERAL Arrangements be¬ 
tween the State De 
partment and the 
M e x i can Embassy 
have been concluded for the construc¬ 
tion of a dam and levee on the lower 
Colorado river in Imperial valley. 
Congress at the last session appro¬ 
priated $1,000,000 for the work. Under 
the arrangements the construction will 
be carried on by the Colorado River 
Land Company, a Mexican corporation, 
the stockholders in which are Ameri¬ 
cans. It is provided that the United 
States does not acquire any right of 
ownership or easement either in Mexi¬ 
can territory or the work executed on 
Mexican territory, where the dam will 
be located. 

The State Department has called 
upon Alfred C. Sharpe, commander at 
Fort Bliss; A. L. Sharpe, collector of 
customs at El Paso, and D. Edwards, 
Consul at Juarez, for a complete re¬ 
port of the Mexican disturbances along 
the border. It is stated that com¬ 
plaints reached Washington that the 
neutrality laws have been violated in 
a number of instances and an investi¬ 
gation was ordered. 

Daniel J. Keefe, Commissioner Gen¬ 
eral of Immigration, who has been in¬ 
vestigating the immigration and labor 
problem in the Hawaiian islands, has 
sailed for San Francisco on the Pa 
cific Mail liner Mongolia. In an inter¬ 
view before his departure, the Com¬ 
missioner General severely criticised 
the importation of Filipinos by the 
sugar planters and declared that they 
were not a desirable class of laborers 
for the islands. 

The American Sugar Refining Com¬ 
pany will shortly tmd to the United 
States Government a check for $700,- 
000, in settlement of a further series 
of customs frauds. This will bring the 
total amount recovered from this com¬ 
pany up to nearly $3,000,000. 

That the small towns of the anthra¬ 
cite coal regions of Pennsylvania are 
swarming with Hungarians, Slavs, 
Poles and Greeks and Italians and that 
English speaking workers are aban¬ 
doning the mines is the statement 
made by Rev. P. J. Murphy, rector of 
St. Patrick’s Roman Catholic Church 
at Oliphant, Pa. But it is not with 
regret that Father Murphy notes the 
abandoning of the mining towns to the 
foreigners. 

An inquest into the disaster which 
befell the Scotch Express Saturday 
near Hawes Junction, England, was 
held in a tiny inn near the spot where 
the train was ditched and buried. So 
grewsome was the inquest that it had 
to be suspended for an hour to enable 
the relatives of the dead to recover 
their emotions. The solicitor for the 
railway company expressed the com¬ 
pany’s regret for the accident, but ac¬ 
cepted full responsibility for it. He 
said it was due tc the momentary for¬ 
getfulness of a signal man. By the 
aid of scraps of charred clothing, but¬ 
tons and keys, seven bodies of the 
victims have been identified, but the 
evidence adduced indicated that twen¬ 
ty other persons are missing and that 
their bodies probably were consumed 
by *be fire.

At Tracy a confla¬ 
gration caused a loss 
of fully $125,000 re¬ 
cently. The largest 
warehouse on the West Side was dis¬ 
covered on fire, and, though two switch 
engines worked on the flames, they 
were unable to save the building and 
contents. The structure was owned 
by the Fabian-Grunauer Company and 
contained 10,000 tons of hay, which 
was valued on an average of about $11 
per ton. The building cost about 
$15,000 and was unusually large for n 
country warehouse. 

Determined to have Hayward a city 
of clean back yards, the Board of Trus¬ 
tees has authorized the Board of 
Health to employ a competent man to 
thoroughly inspect the premises of all 
residents, and to report on any citi¬ 
zens who were violating the municipal 
ordinances regarding the disposal of 
garbage. It was reported to the Board 
that many residents were not having 
their garbage taken away, but were 
allowing it to either decay in their 
yards or dumping it on vacant lots, 
where it caused offensive odors. 

Arrivals in California over the West¬ 
ern Pacific Railway were given a Cali¬ 
fornia welcome on Monday at Oroville, 
when they were presented with bas¬ 
kets of oranges and flowers, and were 
extended Christmas greetings by some 
of California’s fairest daughters, who 
visited each overland train and distrib¬ 
uted the fruits and flowers gathered 
by the Oroville Chamber of Commerce 
for that purpose. The passengers, wjio 
had just emerged from the snowclad 
mountains, were first greeted by the 
cozy wafmth of the Sacramento valley 
near Oroville, and when the trains 
pulled into the depot they were board¬ 
ed by a number of Oroville’s young 
women, who carried oranges and flow 
ers. Every passenger received a bas¬ 
ket of fruit and flowers—roses, chrys¬ 
anthemums, violets and other varie¬ 
ties—and a wish for a “Merry Christ 
mas.” 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has ac¬ 
cepted an invitation to address the 
Commonwealth Club when he comes 
to California next March. The Com¬ 
monwealth Club, which has a member¬ 
ship of 800, is one of the best-known 
organizations in California.

PANAMA LAND OWNERSHIP 


State Department Explains Recent 
Legislation. 

In answer to an inquiry by the State 
Department as to the exact effect of 
recent legislation in Panama regarding 
foreign ownership of lands in the re¬ 
public, it is learned that the decree 
simply removes a prohibition upon the 
holding of Panama lands by aliens 
whose governments do not permit 
Panarnaians to hold lands in their 
countries. As many of the American 
States prohibit alien landlordship. 
Americans would under the old law be 
unable to secure title to lands in Pan¬ 
ama. a situation which is met by the 
new legislation. 

There is no information in the State 
Department to indicate the existence 
of a plan for the wholesale acquisition 
of lands in Panama by foreigners. The 
Department, however, has not failed 
to let it be known to the Government 
of Panama that it would view with 
regret any wholesale and inconsider 
ate disposal of the timber lands in the 
republic to foreign syndicates. 

The objection is based upon sound 
public policy, having regard only for 
the best interests of Panama, but of 
possible serious injury to the Panama 
Canal resulting from the deforestation 
of the country.
